I S a ſtrange powerfull charm their Rhetorick 

| works WP undertake to perſwade a 
People are Diſt in their Govern- 

ment : they never want Multitudes of credulous Audi- 
tors; who, as in the Afairs of the Body Natural, they 
lend their Ears to thoſe Mountebanks, — 
rious promiſes of curing either their Diſeaſes or thei 
Fears; ſo in the Body Politick, they as eaſily follow 
the ſly allurements of thoſe, who promiſe to make the 
yoke of Government more eaſe and pleaſant. Theſe 
Undertakers ſhall not fail to gain all thoſe to be their 
Proſelytes, who think their Native Liberty is impoſed 
upon, and unjuſtly reſtraind, by whatſoever Poſitive 
Laws and Conſtitutions: and may beable to apprehend 
thoſe defedts, whereunto every Government i ſubje& 
(for none can be abſolutely without, on this ſide Hea- 
ven) but cannot j or diſcern thoſe lets and im- 
, thoſe inſuperabledifficulties and invincible 
tions with whicheven the beſt of Governments is 
vilited. Theſe are eaſily perſwaded to take Phyſick 
from any hand, either ſuch as their ill choſen Phyſicians 
(having cheated them into the _ 
ſed) tell them is proper for the cure or (i cannot 
. work this beliefin them) preſcribe for the prevention. 
One way or other , the leſs diſcerning multitude be- 
' B come 
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come their Patients , either to cure their Imaginary 
Diſeaſes, or their Infuſed Jealouſies. 

Abſolom is thronged with attentive Proſelytes in the 
Gate, whilſt David is almoſt ſolitary and-alone upon 
the Seat of Judgment. His Inſinuations ( whoſeeſpe- 
cial buſineſs it was flily to publiſh the Defects of Fs 
Royal Father, there is no man deputed of the King to 
hear thee, 2 Sam. 15. 3. and to hide thoſe infinite im- 
pediments and difficulties , that were the invincible 
cauſes of whatſoever the People ſuffered ( if they ſuf- 
fered any thing at all.) His Inſinuations, I fay, of 
his Royal Father's neglect in doing Juſtice, and glori- 
ous promiſes of what he would do it he were made a 
Judge in //rael, together with his flattering Kiſſes and 
treacherouſly courteous Deportment and Afability, 
have a moſt miraculous power and operation upon t 
caſie and unſtable Multitude. 

David their King choſen by God and anointed by 
Samuel with God's Holy Oyl, and therefore his Maje- 
ſty cannot be leſs then Sacred, is forc'd to flie from 
Feruſalem and deſert his Royal Palace becauſe of their 
Rebellious Tumults and Threatnings. And Abſolom 
the fair-ſpoken Hypocrite, iStowadiro Tw xapiizy avd ewy 
"Toggha, flole away , ſays our Engliſh, makes his own 
proper goods, ſays the Septuagint, the Heart of the Men 
of Iſrael, verl. 6. 

In which expreſſion of theirs, 'tis caſie to difcern 
theſe three things. Firſt, That his Bowes, bis 
making of them his. own, or ſtealing of them, ſuppoſes 
they were the Proper Goods of another man, and 'tis 
God that givesall Propriety. So that Abſolom's ſteal- 
——_ away was a Rebellion as well againſt God, 
who was the fountain of that Propriety, as againſt his 
King, in whom it was ſo ſett » That 
Abſjolom's treacherous heart had ſo powertull an Inſtru- 
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ment of his Tongue, as to ſteal away almoſt the whole 
People: for the Septuagint expreſs it by T3 xaptzy in 
the Singular number, the Heart of the Men of 1ſrael. 
Laſtly, That the Hearts of Men towards their David, 
the Anointed of the Lord, ſhould be all cemented to- 
gether by Loyalty and Allegeance that they ſhould 
become as one, Tw xapSizy, the Heart of the Men of 
Tſrael. 

Offences will come ſays our Saviour, but woe be to 
him through whom they do come. This Heart has ſeve- 
ral times been divided, and God has often ſhew'd his 
infinite Diſpleaſfure and burning Indignation againſt 
them by whoſe hands or tongues this Diviſion has been 
made. Had Zimri "ap who flew his Maſter * Had 
Abſolom , who rebelled againſt his Royal Father and 
ſtole away the Heart of the People from him 2 Had 
Corah, Dathan and Abiram, the perſons in my Text, 
had my peace who ervied Moſes in the Grmp , and 
Aaron the Saint of the Lord ? 

No, you know they had not. Zimri burns him- 
ſelf todeath, 1 Xing. 16.18. God burns the Remnant 
the Complices of Corah, Dathan and Abiram by a mi- 
raculous Fire from Heaven, Numb. 16. Abſolom is 
hanged in an Oak, 2 Sam. 18. Sadanddiretull Judg- 
" ments all, and therefore it ſhould ſeem the Crime was 
heynous. For to divide the Heart of the People from 
their Moſes or their David, what is it but to divide the 
Heart of the People from their God ? for they have 
not rejefted Thee ſays God but they have rejected Me 
that I ſhould not reign over them, x Sam. 8. 7. For 
what isa Moſes or a David? nay a Saul or aCyrus, or 
a Nebuchadnezzar , but the Breath of our Noſtrils that 
God has breathed into his People the Anointed of the 
Lord * Lam. 4. 20. 

And is not thus the reaſon why Solomon joyns God 
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and the King , and makes them as it were 
utmocne 4 his Peoples Fear ? Prov. 2.4. 21. and 
a greater Solomon, Render unto Ceſar the things 
that are Ceſar's, and untoGod the things that are Gods, 
Matth. 22. 11x. The Holy Spirit of God, the Spirit 
of Peace has made them he ene diet of ar 
Obedience, and muſt not that Hand or Tongue be 
highly impious that ſhall divide thoſe, whom the whole 
Bleſſed Trinity have thus fi united and made 
one? No marvel if he who has ſet his King upon his 
Holy Hill —_ not onely have them in Derifion, 
but break t with a Rod of Iron , and daſh them in 
pieces like a Potter's Veſſel, Plal. 2. 4. 9. 

But Rebellion were not as the ſin of Witchcraft, if 
thoſe who engage in it were not bewitcht by it, if it 
would ſuffer them (without a miſt before their Eyes ) 
to behold the goodly work they are going about. . For 
if this mift away from their ſight the Fear of the 
King, ſo it does the Fear of God too: ſo ſays Xexophon, 
if the ſubje&ts were FroowSas, true Servants of God 
and not Hypocrites, calling themſelves Saints and the 
Godly and making onely a ſpecious ſhew of Godlineſs, 
if theydid not deny the power of it they would give the 
King his Honour ſeeing they are in ſo cloſe a conjunQti- 
on, Fear God and Flonour the King, 1 Pet.2.17. Samuel 
you ſee has rankt this ſin of Diſobediencein its due order, 
1 Saw.15. 22. and given it its right name, it works 
powerfully as by charms and ſpells and the inſtance in 
my Text will give it its beſt Deſcription. They ervied 
Moſes alſo in the C ay, and Aaron the Saint of the Lord. 

In the words conſider theſe particulars.

Of theſe in their Order: 1 begin with the firſt, 2he 
Parties rebelled againſt, who they were Moſes and Aa- 
ron, the Prince and the Prieſt, and firſt Moſes. They 
envied Moſes alſo in the Camp, &c. 


Moſes, That he had Regal Power is atteſted by 
Holy Scripture, Det. 33.5. where we aretold, that he 
was King in Jeſwrav , when the Heads of the People 
and the Tribes of rae! were gathered together. And 
if King then their Judge too, Dex?. 17.9. and in the 

number, and that muſt intimate that he was 
the Judge of all other Judges in [rae!, and had the 
Supreme Power in his hand : that he was not onely a 
Miniſter of the Law , but a Law-giver. Moſes com- 
manded ws a Law, Deut. 3 3. 4- 

And that he was not a Titular Prince, but inveſted 
with the Supreme Power, is plainly read in that God 
committed to him the two Trumpets of Silver, and in 
ppm abr» rr es ns - , Num. 10. 
I,2.2 wor hugheſt conſequence in whatſo- 
ever Ki and ſeated in the Su Power 


well the keeper of the two Trumpets, as of the Tables 
of the Law. 


"There are two parts of Maſes his Power intimated 


fairly enough in the ion of theſe (ilver Trum- 
pets, both The was their uſe ad Caftra 
movenda , for the pitching of their Tents, and their 


marching v0 the appointed : So he pn” 
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the power of the Militia, he was the Generaliſimo of 
all the Hoaſt. Secondly, ad comitia Comvecanda, to 
call their Aſſemblies, to ſummon and convene the 
Princes of the Tribes to come together to conſult de 
rebus quibuſdam arduis, of ſorne hard and difficult Que- 
ſtions ind Aﬀairs of and concerning the weal of the 
People and the ſervice of their God. For by this 
Power does he gather together the Heads of the Peo- 
ple, and the T, rites Tſrael, Deut. 33.5. 

I ſtand not to tell you , that he was faithfull in all 
God's Houſe, and by that gained that honourable ap- 

lation of the Man of God: or that he was a very 

eek man above all the men that were upon the face 
of the Earth: how zealous he was for God's Honour, 
and how ſevere in puniſhing the worſhippers of the 
Golden Calf: that he was exaQtly juſt "—_ 
no man : and for his Learning, that he was in 
all the Learning of the Egyptians : excellent Accom- 
pliſhments all: able ( you! eaſily acknowledge ) to 
make his bad SubjeQs bluſh at their Rebellion, ifthey 
had had any ſhame left in them. But the true 7 ae- 
lites in whoſe mouths there is no Guile , much 
leſs Rebellion in their hands or hearts, let their King 
be what he will, a Moſes or a Manaſſes, a David or a 
Feroboam , had fully learnt won tangere Chriſtos Dei, 
not ſo much as to Touch the Lord's Anointed, nor to 
Revile the Gods or Curſe the Ruler of the People , 
Exod. 22.28. Not to wound him with their tongues 
( they can ſmite too Fer. 18. 18.) much leſs kill Fir 
with the ſword. 

Who ever looks upon Moſes his Power and Preroga- 
tive will eaſily find, that he was the life of Religion 
and Law. Indeed it's hard to w_ any People , 
that in their right minds have not thought their King 
ſo, or that have not found Religion is andey 
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day and decline ſtill more and more into Atheiſm and 
Prophaneneſs, or crumble into multiplicity of Opini- 
ons : and their Law to want its ſtrength, as if its Si- 
news were cut in pieces, in his Abſence. So that 
when Corah and his Complices rebell- againſt Moſes , 
they cannot aim more at his life then at the lite of 
theſe. Religion muſt bleed and Law expire in him 
who is the lite of both. 

And this was fairly intimated in that Miracle , by 
which God was pleaſed to atteſt the Miſſion and Com- 
miſſion of Moſes. His Rod or Scepter is thrown upon 
the Ground, and turned into a Serpent, but when ta- 
ken by the Tailit turned into a Scepter again. When 
his Regal Power lies under the les Feet, (there's

is not onely accounted a a fellow Crea- 

ture with them and therefore ſhall have no more 
power A them _— I of Ser-

WI to bruiſe thi t's Head if 

Moſes take it not fan0 his hand oghia. And when he 
does, you ſee they become a glorious Nation, a Royal 
Prieſthood, Exod. 19. 5. Every man of them a King 
when the Scepter was again taken by him that had the 


juſt right to it. 

Well, God has made Moſes the Ruler of his People, 
and therefore whoſoever refteth hu Power, refiſteth the 
Ordinance of God. And would you think that men 
who are forbid to ſpeat evil of him, no not in their 
thoughts, Eccles 10. 20. and a that it ſhall come 
to light, for a Bird of the air ſhall carry the woice, aud 
that which hath wings ſhall tell the matter ; would you 
think theſe ſhould riſe up in open Rebellion againſt 
him? that they ſhould "—_— and gather _= 
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ſelves together againſt Moſes, the ſervant of the Lord? 

No reaſon can be given for it but that of Samuel, Re- 

bellion is as the fin of witcheraft , as well in its faſcina 

tion , as its guilt; none but men bewitcht could be 
ilty of ſogrievous an Imprety. 

For judge you, did they obſerve that counſel, that 
was written in the Hearts of every Loyal /raclite by 
the Hand and Pen of Wiſedom it felt, before it was 
written in their Books by the Wiſe man, 7 counſel 
thee to keep the King's commandment, and that in regard 
of the ath of Gad Eccles 8. 2. Did not che fame 
Wiſedom tell thern, that againff a Xing there was no 
rifing up.? Prov. 30. 31. that mm the word of a King 
there 1 Power, and who may ſay unto him what daſt 
thou? Eccles 8. 4 And had they not forgot it? And 
could fuch Leſſons as theſe be unlearn'd but by ſome 
ſtrange faſcination ? could men in their wits recede 
from them? 'Let St. Peter ſpeak, they which deſpiſe 
Government and are not afraid to ſpeak evil of Digni- 
ties are as natural brute beafts, 2 Pet. 2.12. And you 
know ' if it be not witchcraft, 'tis ſomething as bad , 
that turns men into beaſts. Thus you have the firſt 
Obje& of their Envy, Moſes. They ernvied Moſes in 
the Camp, and Aaron, &c. 

Solomon built the Temple and the hugs Palace to- 

ether, which ſoever of them decays firit, the other 
not long ſurvive it. If Moſes fall, Aaron muſt not 
think to ſtand. If the Throne be fubverted, the Altar 
muſt needs fink. And therefore God fametimes placed 
both Offices in one and the ſame perſon, Melchiſedect 
©was both King and Prieſt of the moſt high God. And 
when God made them two- mens work, they were to 
be like _— his Twins, folinkr together, that 
they not happily ſubſiſt, if there were any di- 
ſtance berween them. ond co ane 
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both Brethren. The King and Prieſt not C 

ratores , Fellow Lane hs the ——_— of the 

People, but Conſangsinei, of the ſame Blood, that they 
ight bea mutual ſupport to one another. 

And therefore Corah and his Complices, though 
CTII—_ yet aim at both; and like Man 

Wite both are equal ſharers in the diretull iflues of 
this Rebellion, both intended for the fame Sword ar 
Axe. 
But yet you may fee they obſerve a Method, Mo- 
fes tells us they aim at him, What ( fays he) have / 
done againſt you 2 yet they began with Aaron , but 
what 1s Aaron that you ſhould murmar againſt him * "Tis 
a piece of Satav's Polity, 4 facilioribus progredi, to be. 
gin with the weaker veſſel: The C , Who has 
nothing to offend her Enemies but Prudence and In» 
nocency , W , that to be ſure, draw no Blood, 
nor break any Bones; no Buckler to ward a blow but 
her Faith, and what care boiſterous Enemies for what 
theſe cando unto them » The Church, I ay, isin all 
their deſigns the firſt ſufferer : J ill begins 
at the Houſe of God , and thr the Temple lies 
the Enemies Road to the King's 

For that ſin , that is as the fin of witchcraft, muſt 
needs firſt take away the fear of God from betore the 
Eyes of thoſe that are reſolved to admit it into their 
Hearts, and commit it withtheir Head and Hands, and 
then to be ſure Aaron the Saint of the Lord, the chief 
Prieſt or Biſhop, ſhall be the firſt man they lay violent 
hands upon: and this for three Reaſons. 

1. He and his Brethren are men of great Learning 
and incorruptible Integrity. The firſt renders them 
able to diſcern the guilt of fuch imnious undertakers, 
and lay their ſhame open to all impartial beholders, 
and diſplay their Malice , Hypocruie , Covetouſnels, 
B 2 Ambition, 
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Ambition, and whatſoever Viper elſe lies in the Womb 
of that Monſter Rebellion. other renders them 
yn, immoveable to all the Temptations 
rements can be uſed to work them over to the 
Enemies Party. So that theſe grave men will be ſure 
not onely to doe them no , ( Aaron cannot be a 
Neuter in a cauſe of God's,) but to be their great hin- 
derance, as being the firſt men, becauſe of their pro- 
=_ _—_ can u— w7s hey een and 
their Projedts. Sceing t cannot en- 
fare Fo —_— _ = "_ ——_ all 
ir Subtlety Polity mu t againit them, 
or elſe how ſhall they y fourth the Conſciences of 
the common People, who will ſo long as any ſparks 
of Religion remain in them, be ſeeking know ge at 
their Lips? and therefore unleſs Corah and his Com- 
plices firſt ſtop Aaron's mouth, their hopesare all blaſk- 

ed, and their deſign muſt come to nought. 

2. They were men of Gravity, ot an awtull and 
auſtere Deportment. If a Grave Cato or a Severe 
Ariſtides would make a ſinner bluſh and fall back 
from the purſuit of any ſin, what would an Aaron a 
Man of God doe > And therefore a reſolved finner 
muſt make it a Maxime in his Polities to gemove 
theſe checks of Conſciences, that neither themſelves be 
deterr'd from their impious deſigns by that Reverence 
that theſe may from them or ſtrike into them , 
nor their Complices from joyning with them and aſſiſt- 
ing them. 

3- They ( Aaron and his Brethren ) had large 
Revenues. And you know the Wolf in the Fab 
draws up a thundering Accufation againſt the Lamb , 
that hurts no ; not becauſe the poor innocent 
Creature was his y, but becauſe he was reſolved 
upon it, as a matter very convenient, to —— 
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ſo, that he might proceed agaioft him accordingly 

and devour him. 'Tis eaſie for you to find cur ths 
reaſon why never any but he, who the great- 
eſt Miracles, could ever make the Wolf he down with 
the Lamb. And yet, I believe, never could any man 
fay , that ever the Lamb wrong'd the Wolf; or fo 
much as troubled the Waters where he uſed to drink : 
but you never knew a Beaſt of Prey reconciled to 
thoſe Creatures they  ncdbs > or want an Accu- 


ſation to excuſe their 
Thus you may ng his Rout clamour-

with open mouth ſt _—_ and- Aaron , and 
all th ;& ſay againlt them 1s, yow 2ake tos much upon 
you. It is not likely they make'it good againſt 
Moſes God's Vicegerent, awd Aaron the Saint of the 
Lord. Not likely that theſe ſhould ſo forget themſelves 
to go beyond their Commiſſion, Burt how ſhall Corab 
put ſwords into his followers hands to deſtroy their 
Perſons unleſs he put ſome bitter malicious words (no 
matter whether os be true or no) into their mouths 
to wound their Reputations? The firſt ſtepto their 
Ruine and his Deſign is ro make thens odious with the 
People, and then who more” ready e6-throw. dirt in 
their faces then the very Sheep themſelves > And, if 
the Sheep become ſo unnatural to revile the Shepherd, 
his Enemies have a-fair NN I Ira in the Wolt 


to devour him. 
And if the Sheep themſelves do not _ Wolves (as 


by theſe inchantments they many times do ) and 
_ their teeth in the ſides of their Shepherds , yet 
ſtand by and look on whilſt they are devoured 
like it.

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As if they ſhould ſay, No Moſes, no Supreme Magji- 
irate, down with Prerogative ; No Aaremr, no 
Prieſts ; you may ſuppoſe with that hideous outcry a 
rude Multitude muſt needs make.

16. with this 
aſſurance that God will hear them, for their comfort 
and the comfort of allthat retaintheir Loyalty to them : 
Thar their counſels againſt Moſes cannot ſtand becauſe 
they are againſt , in as much as Moſes was his 


Vice- 
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Vicegerent, and in rejecting him rejefted God. 
And in what they debaned > Fog am. he whom 
God gave as a Mouth to Moſes : he whom God made 
his own Spokes-man to the people, Exod. 4. 6. Whom 
he thought fitteſt to be employed in the beſt place of 
Truſt and higheſt Importance in the Commonwealth 
of Iſrael under Moſes : He that was an Earthly Savi- 
our and Interceſſour between the People and their 
Maker, is made an unparallel'd ſpeftacle of ſcorn ard 
deriſion to the loweſt of the People. Can thoſe Coun- 
ſels proſper ( or if they doe, can it be with any other 
Pony then that fading one David ſpeaks of, that 
ſhall paſs away like a morningdew or Fonah'sGourd? ) 
that aim at the ruine of s SanQtuary ? In their 
Conſultations that conſpire the ſubverſion of Throne 
and Altar , God is fo certainly excluded the Council- 
board, that he is not in all their thoughts. We may 
truly fay they have nothing of God amongſt them. 
And then ſhall not God at one time or other vifit for 
theſe things ? ſhall not his ſoul be avenged on ſuch con- 
ſultations as theſe? Yes, And cloth his Priefts with Sat- 
vation, and his Saints (thoſe that are ſo indeed, 7. e. 
thoſe that retain their Loyalty to Moſes and their duti- 
full Reverence to Aaron , not thoſe that onely call 
themſelves ſo) ſhall ſhout alond for joy. God ſhall make 
the Horn of David to bud, and ordain a Lamp for bis 
anointed. Yes, And his Enemies ſhall be clothed with 
ſhame , (how can they otherwiſe chuſe? ) 5ut upox 
himſelf ſhall his Crown flouriſh. 

For if God have a Controverſie with that People, 
that are as thoſe that frive with the Prieſt, Hol. 4. 4. 
how much greater with thoſe, that as Corah, Dathan 
and Abiram contend with Moſes and Aaron too? If a 
man that will doe preſumptuouſly and not hearken unto 
the Prieſt that ſtandeth to miniſter there before the Lord 
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thy God ſhall die, ſhall not he more deſerve it that ſhall 
reſiſt the Miviſtration of the Prieſt and Judge too. ? 
Dent. 17.12. It Schiſm in the Church be an evil to 7{- 
rael deſerving death, can Rebellion in the State be a 
leſs evil and deſerve a leſs puniſhment? This aſſurance 
the Loyal and Devout party had, who remained faith- 
full unto Moſes and Aaron, that God was angry with 
the Rebels and would afſſuredly at one time or other 
viſit them for their preſumptuous doings , and be ſe- 
verely avenged of them. 

Nay, they (the Rebels TI mean ) might , I make 
no queſtion, ſee, that if they ſhould go on and prevail, 
they were big of that brood of Vipers that muſt at laſt 

w out their bowels. For when Moſes, whom God 

ſeated , ſhould be thrown from his Throne, Ty- 
ranny muſt needsaſcend it, and Servitude and Slavery 
muſt be the portion the beſt ofmen can look to receive 
from her , for ſhe advances none but the worſt and 
moſt needy. 

'Tis true, Moſes had a Rod, but would not a wiſe 

le rather endure that, (a Rod is for their good 
and comfort as well as correCtion, P/al. 23. 4.) would 
not a wiſe people rather chuſe it then Rehoboam's Scor- 
pions? All the Athenians got by expelling one whom 
they called - mam , was (by God's Providence for 
their juſt puniſhment) they choſe thirty in his place ; 
and it they had made it a Commonwealth I cannot 
gueſs at how many thouſands. 

And therefore if Corah and his Complices plead that 

*=——= Moſes was a Tyrant, and Aaronan Innovator, that the 
one would make himſelf xg-2pywv, an abſolute diſpo- 
ſer of their Lives and Fortunes, and had ( as they 
were jealous ) deſign to expoſe their lives, and direct- 
ly or indireQly kill them in the Wilderneſs, and that 

other deſigned ao unwarrantable ſuperiority over 
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all the Tribe of Levi, and took more upon him then 
God had committed to him : Nay , ſuppoſe Moſes as 
bad as malice could paint him out, and Aaron to have 
ſer up another Golden Calf, and made the people wor 
ſhip it, —_— nw: of Nebat did ſo Nebuchad- 
mezzar King of Babylon made an e of Gold, and 
— his people to worſhi oe Tide, Manaſſes, 
Fulian, did the like: yet neither the Jews under Fero- 
boam, Ahab or Manaſfes, nor the Prophet Daniel, or the 
three Children in Babylon, nor any Chriſtians that were 
throughly good in the times of Fulzan or other Perſe- 
cuting or Idolatrous Kings and Emperours, made uſe of 
or preſcribed any other Weapons againſt them or Re- 
medies then earneſt Prayersto God to turn their hearts. 

Not for want of ſtrength and numbers , for the 
Chriſtians that were at Jeruſalem when St. James ſuf- 
fered death from their hands were more in number , 
and greater in power then their Perſecutors. But in 
reverence to their Maſter and his Example, interimi ſe 
# paucioribus quam CO they rather 
ſuffered themſelves to be killed by a ſmaller number 
then themſelves were , then to kill even their Perſe- 
cutors. Nemo noſtrum quando apprebenditur relutlatur, 
quamvis nimius & copioſus noſter populus , &c. ſays 
St. __ none of us when weare apprehended ſtrive 
or vour torevenge your unjuſt violence, although 
our people are very many and more numerous then 
you are: and 7ertullian gives the reaſon, Occidi licet , 
occidere non licet, God has made it lawfull for us to ſuf- 
fer our ſelves to be kilſd, but not lawfull for us to kill. 
Baronius tells usthat before the 3 50. year of Chriſt, Ne 
gregarius quidem miles inveniri quidem poſe , there 
was not to be found ſo much as one of the common 
Souldiers that would hold up his hand againſt the Em- 
perours, though they were Heathens and A 
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of the Chriſtians : and Nazianzen tells us that the 
wrath and rage of Julian the Apoſtate was at laſt re- 
preſſed cachy'by the tears of Chriſtians power'd out in 
their Prayers to God for their Deliverance, and this, 
ſays he, notwithſtanding they had ſtrength enough to 
reward his wrongs done to them with violence. 

But I cannot chuſe but take notice of Corah and his 
c—_— vain jealouſies, that Meſes ſhould purpoſely 
expole their lives in the Wilderneſs. For no King can 
deſign the deſtruftion of his people, but he mult de- 
ſtroy his Dominion, and make himſelf not onely a pri- 
vate man , but be alone in that Land which was his 
Kingdom, whileſt he had SubjeQts to govern in it. No, 
in the multitude of people is the King's honour, ſays Solo- 
mon, and in the want of people is the deſtruttion of the 
Prince, Prov. 14.28. ; 

So then , that King that ſhould yay his people 
would turn his Kingdom into a Wilderneſs. Can Co- 
rah reaſonably think that Moſes ſhould deſign the de- 
ſtruftion of his people that ſo he might turn the Wil- 
derneſs into a Kingdom ? and think i more honoura- 
ble to be King of Beaſts then men? or could they periſh 
and he ſurvive them 2 did it not concern him to be fo- 
licitouſly carefull for their lives as for his own, when 
his depended upon theirs? and m_ not Meſes juſtly 
ſay of the whole body of the 1ſrael:tes what Jacob ſaid 
ot Benjamin ( for the King of a People was always ac- 
counted their Father ) If miſchief befall you by thexway 
in which you gee, then ſhall you bring down my £707 hairs 
with ſorrow tothe grave? Gen. 32. 48. 50 little rea- 
fon had this Jealouſie to bottom it ſelt upon : but you 
know Rebellion is called the madneſs of the people , 
and therefore it cannot ke expetted, that Reaſon ſhould 
have any prevalency with them. Which hall bring 
me to tle conſideration of my next part, the Perſons 

Rebelnig, 
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Rebelling , Corah , Dathan and Abiram in the word 
They. They envied, &c. 


They. Our Fathers in Egypt , fays the Plalmiſt , 
verſ. 7. and therefore they were firſt /raelites, Moſes 
and Aaron's Countreymen, & Partem Patria vendicat, 
there's not a man among usthat our Countrey does not 
lay claim to one part of us. Who would think that 
the ſeed of Abraham, in which God had promiſed to 
bleſs all the Nations upon the Earth, ſhould degenerate 
into ſuch noxious Creatures that ſhould endeavour the 
ruine of his whole Progeny> But, Nihil ex omns 
parte beatum, it ſeems nothing 1s perfectly happy on 
this ſide Heaven. Noman can anſwer for all his Chil 
dren ; Abraham the Father of the Faithfull is not with- 
out an infidel, treacherous and rebellious Corah, Da- 
than and Abiram, and more, their Complices in the 
ſame condemnation with them. You ſee, it we were 
all one man's Children, 'twere all one, we ſhould be 
ſure of falſe Brethren. 

2. They were of the ſame Tribe too, of the Tribe 
of Levi, and therefore Brethren again upon another 
account. This any Loyal Heart would think enough 
in all Conſcience to make them remember their Fa. 
ther's words, Let there be no ſtrife betwixt me and 
thee, nor betwixt my herdſmen and thy herdſmen, for 
we are Brethren. 

3. Corah and his Company of the Tribe of Levi, and 
Dathan and Abiram the Sons of Eliab, and On the Son 
of Peleth, Sons of Reuben, theſe with 250 Princes of 
the Aſſembly, famous in the Congregation, men of Re- 
wown. So that you have Simeon and Levi, Clergy 
and Laity Brethren in this Iniquity. It Corah preach 
it up ( as tisall things to nothing but he will be thus 
exerciſing his Gifts) what a matter of ſad conſidera- 
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tion is it, that he ſhould blow the Trampet to Battel, 
whoſe employment tended wholly to pacification and 
attonement ? that thoſe whoſe buſineſs it was onely 
to afliſt them that ſhed the Blood of Beaſts at the Al. 
tar, ſhould by the Sword facrifice their Brethren in 
che Field? that theſe ſhould preach the Nobles in a 
Kingdom into a Rebellion againſt that Prince that God 
had ſet over them, who moſt certainly were by their 
Office and FunCtionto kindle no Fires but in the San- 
? 

4. Both Parties were of the ſame Religion though 
Corah will ſeem purer then all thoſe of Moſes and Aa- 
rou's ſide, and charge Moſes for an Impoſtor in Religi- 
on ; Wilt thou, ſays he, put out the eyes of theſe men ? 
verſ. 14. Corah's {ſide may have more of the torm of 
godlineſs and outward ſhew, but Moſes his have more 
of the o_ of ' For nothing = more the bane of 
Religion, then that Hypocriſie that propagates Reli- 
O_ by the Sword: that preſents a Bible to the Eyes 
of a manand a Dagger to his Heart. If the Sword be 
in the Right hand, no Book becomes the Left like the 
Alco1an ; eſpecially this Sword be intended againſt 
Moſes the Lord's Governour and Vic t. Let his 
fine outſide make never ſoglorious a thew, though he 
pray never ſo much oroft, he is not a true //raelite in 
whom is no guil, that with Corah will not give Moſes 
the things that are Moſes's, and God in Aaron the 
things that are God's. 

Laſtly, Corah had received high and eminent Favours 
and Preterments from God ; he was ſeparated from the 
Congregation of /ſrae/to the Service of the Taberna- 
cle, brought near to God himſelt to ſtand before the 
Con jon to Miniſter unto them: is not his ingra- 
titude the more notorious, and his ſin the more tran- 
ſcendent ? that he ſhould goe about to ſet the Altar on 
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fire in ſtead of the Sacrifice > Will they becauſe t! 
have not the Preterments they aſpire to in the Churc 
( though they have far greater then they deſerve ) 
deſtroy the Tabernacle in the flames of Schiſm 2 which 
has always been that gap which the enemies of God 
haveenter'd in at, when they have brought in all Im- 
piety and — into his Church, and at which 
they have vour'd to ſend out whatſoever part of 
and undefiled Religion. Can there be a more 

id Treachery, then tor one of the Tribe of Levi 
thus to betray the Tabernacle 2 Can there be a greater 
Ingratitude ? 

Did it not adde much to the dimenſions of his fin of 
whom David complains, who being a familiar Friend 
that cat of his Bread , and went up to the Houſe of . 
God together with him, yet was the perſon that did 
him a notorious injury? Does he not fay he could 
have born it had it been a ſtranger that had done it ? 
Do you not think that Judas was the more intolerable 
Traitour, for that he was one of the Twelve > May 
we not think that Ananias, or Caiphas , or Pilate 
will be better able to anſwer what they did at the Ge- 
neral Account then Judas? May we not reade his 
ſadder condition in that Woe denounced againſt him, 
Ve illi homini, Woe to that man by whom the Son of 
man is betrayed ? 

Nor indeed are the Princes of the Aſſembly and the 
men of Renown leſs guilty of this Ingratitude : for 
how came they to be ſo, but by Moſes his favour and 
bounty towards them? Could they have been his 
Peers unleſs he had made them ſoz Was there an Of- 
fice or Truſt that was not ift, and will they de- 
firoy the Fountain of their own Nonour z What ſhall 
we lay of both /mprobus a nullo fletitur obſequio, Nei- 
ther thoſe Favours and Honours that God had beſtowed 
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upon the Levites, nor thoſe Moſes their King had be- 
ſtowed upon the Nobles , can fatisfie their froward 
ſpirits. No Preferment appeaſe and ſettle the rebelli- 
ous thoughts of their diſcontented Souls. If there be 
not witchcraſt in it, judge you, ſeeing there is no ſuch 
Fiend as Ingratitude.- Notwithſtanding all obligations 
that Heaven and Earth can lay upon them, Hell gers 
the upper hand : 7 + 4 envied Moſes in the Camp, and 
Aaron the Saint of the Lord. And ſo I come to my 
next part what they did, They envied, &c. They envied 
Moſes, &c. 


OS Tranſlation comes ſomewhat ſhort of 
any other Language I reade it in. _—_ them :. 
and yet this expreſſes one of the moſt baſe and unwor- 
thieſt Paſſions man's mind is affe&ted withall ; fo baſe 
and{unreaſonable that ſometimes ( and I take it the 
Parties in my Text is ſuch ) it can give no reaſon for 
it ſelf Nom amo te Sabidi, &c. I do not love thee, Sa- 
bidius, nor can I tell a reaſon of my hate, onely this , 
I do not lovethee. If any can find out the hidden rea- 
ſon why Vultures ſo abominate ſweet ſmels, or Horſe- 
flies are ſo diſtaſted with odoriferous ointment: I ſhall 
deſire them to inſtruct me in the reaſon why Corah 
ſhould be angry with Aaror's Incenſe, or Dathan and 
Abiram with Moſes his Un&tion. 

It has been noted of Envy , that it does faſcinate 
and bewitch, and therefore h Envy make ſo little 
noiſe in our Engliſh Tongue, it 15 as well as Rebellion, 
that makes a greater, a Witchcraft too. For this En- 
vy in the Text to be ſure was not a corrupt black 
Blood running in their Veins, but had its outward ope- 
rations: And their Eyes like the Evil AſpeCts of Ma- 
lignant Planets forth their inteftious Influences, 
from which no power could have ſecured them they 

aimd 
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aim'd at but his, Qui regit aſtra, that diſappoints the 
moſt direfull preſages and the horrid conſequences of 
them. For Moſes 1s in his glory in the Camp in the 
Head of the Tribes of /ſrael, Generaliſimo of the whole 
Hoaſt: Aaronthe High Prieſt their ſpiritual Generaliſi- 
mo too. Now, if an envious Eye (as fay it does) 
take and courage at this ſight, and be whetted 
by this ſpeCtacle, its infeftious beams will dart them- 
ſelves with the greater vigour and virulency and fo doc 
the more hurt, eſpecially if the Spirits of the perſon 
envied do come forth , (as Joy and Triumph will 
emit and dilate them ) for then they meet the ſtroke 
in the midſt and full of all its ſtrength. 

But the baſeneſs of this Paſſion 1s more apparent in 
that it is obſerved that thoſe who have no vertue in 
themſelves are the onely men that envy vertue in 0- 
thers. This argues their ſtomachs are fo invenom'd, 
that what is the greateſt Cordial and beſt nouriſhment 
in others, is digeſted by them into deadly poyſon. 
For can you give any other reaſon why the Jews en- 
vied the Saviour of the World, but becauſe he was in- 
_ and had done ſo many mighty works amongſt 
r ? 

But yetT take it the Engliſh expreſſes it not fo fully. 
They Emvied, fo they might, not attempt or be 
able to ſhew their Envy. For Envy is Envy how im- 

=_ ſoever A. is : _ therefore the — 2 
ittle nearer the Original, Tapwgywony , t intully 
angred them: and this muſt be by ſome mankreſſion 
ſome treacherous deſign or attempt upon Moſes, and

If Theodofrus the Emperour be in a fault (never was 
chere Prince without but the Prinee of Peace) St. Am- 
broſe dots inthe ſpirit of tmeekneſs 'edmoniſh him of it. 
Nathan a Prophet of the Lord reproves David. Saint 
John Baptiſt tells Herod his duty. Nor thefe nor any 
Saint of God did ever creep into corners and ſecret 
holes tolay their heads together, with the diſcontented 

trits of the Times; to raiſe a Rebellion a a Mo- 
fes, ot a David, or a Manaſſes, &e. to them to 
—— open violence; and thoſe that did re- 
ecived to t es damnation. Corah, if Rebellion 
be but as the fin of Witcheraft, will not have w 
done him, if-he be calld the Conjurer thatraifed thoſe 
evil ſpirits ; the Ground 0 in his own Circle and 
Saint Jude tells us there were them in his time, that 
periſh'd in the-gainſaying of Corah, and then, it ſeems, 
that ſinof his may be acted over again. And therefore 
havingas well as I could defcribd theſm, and ſhew'd 
«s puniſhment, I ſhall keep you no tonger from your 
Prayers, that God would pleaſe ro make your own 
Houfes partake of the ſervice and bleſſings of his. That 
as YOu to learn» Obedience here, - may prac- 
tiſe it at home; and as yow pray for all men, 1- 
ally for Kings and all in authority in the Temple,

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you may frequently and honeſtly repeat the ſame Pe- 
titions in your private Cloſets. 

To encourage you to Obedience, the moſt thank- 
worthy Duty that man can pay unto his God, the 
onely quality that is Sacred in man , conſider, they 
are the words of God , Obedience is better then Sacri- 
fice ; and in the ing this moſt ac ble Ser- 
vice aſſure your ſelves, Our God who is the King of 
Kings, who has deliverd our Moſes, our David, The 
Breath of our Noftrils , the Anointed 4 the Lord, fo 
often from the peril of the Sword; and fo mi 
and y (a ww tobe forgotten but by 
wicked men) brought him again to his People, and 
ſet him on the Throne of his Forefathers, will make 
him a Patron of his People, a Nurſing Father to his 
long-afflicted Handmaid the Church ot God amongſt 
us. And he that has preſerved us formerly from rhe 
gathering together of the froward, and the inſurrettions 
of thoſe wicked doers, that were confederate againſt God 
and his Anointed , will ſtill defend us from all evils 
they ſhall contrive againſt us, and make us hereafter 
Kings and Prieſts to live with him for ever, t 
Jeſus Chriſt our Lord: To whom with the Father and 
the Bleſſed Spirit be aſcribed as is due, All Honour, 
Glory, Praiſe and Dominion, now and ever. Amen.
